An Anarchistic Scheme Ex- 


posed in Chicago. 


The Hours of Labor of Government 
Employes Discussed in Congress 
—Miscellaneons. 


A MURDEROUS PLOT. 


An Aaarchiat Scheme te Blow up 
Buildings in Chicage. 

Cuicaco, July 17.—A gigantic 
murderous plot on the part of Chi- 
cago Anarchists to blow up the 
Board of Trade building, several 
other large buildings and to mur- 
der Judge Grinnell, Judge * ae 
Inspector Bonfield and other 
prominent persons engaged in the 
prosecution during the celebrated 
trial was nipped in the bad by In- 
spector Bonfield, Chief Hubbard, 
Lieutenant Elliott and the Central 
detectives yesterday. The means 
tc be used in the wholesale mur- 
der aud destruction of property 
was the Anarchists’ weapon, dyna- 
mite, and enough of that explosive 
was discovered yesterday to blow 
up half the city. Three of the con- 
spirators are under .arrest and are 
confined at the City Hall, Every- 
body supposed that the revolu- 
tionary spirit among the Anarch- 
ists had died out and no 
further trouble was anticipated, 
but conspiracy had been quietly 
brewi g among the friends of 
Spies, Parsons and the rest, aud a 
diabolical plot was hatched and 
hundreds of lives were to be taken. 

Inspector Bonfield has been 
aware of the conspiracy for some 
time. He waited until the evi- 


dence was complete, and last even- 
ing Detectives Nordruna, Rehan, 
Murtha and several others were 
told to meet him at the Central 
Station at two o'clock yesterday 
morning. The men were there, 
aud after they had donned dis- 
guises they, in compauy with Bon- 
tield aud Elliott, proceeded to 
Deering-street Station, where a re- 
serve force was on hand. There 
they waited for orders. The In- 
spector and his men proceeded to 
the corner of Thirty-third street 
aud Ashland avenue, near where 
one of the leading conspirators 
resided. The house was closely 
watched. The Inspector expected 
to find adozen or more Anarch- 
ists at the house, but his imforma- 
tion on that point proved incor- 
rect, as only two men were found. 
One of the suspected men came 
from the house just before day- 
light, and he was quietly taken 
iuto custody. The officers imme- 
diately entered the * and 
another conspirator was found 
Under his pillow wasa knife and 
revolver, and upon searching the 
r6om twelve sticks of dynamite— 
enough to blow up the Grand Pa- 
cific hotel and Board of Trade— 
were found in a closet. 

The officers next visited a house 
on Quinn gtreet and another of the 
suspected was arrested and taken 
to the Deering-street Station, and 
from there all three were brought 
down town to the City Hall. A 
large quantity of dynamite was 
also found imthe house on Quinn 


street. 

The iracy is well known to 
Iuspector Bonfield, and the men 
arrested were prominent Anarch- 
ists ce the trial. It is said 
that one of them was under arrest 
soon after. the explosion of the 
bombs at Haymarket, but was sub- 
sequently rek ased. 

The luspector says that the plot 
was a well-arranged one. About 
twenty determived murderers 
were in the conspiracy and they 
were, at a certain hour after mid-

“Tt shall be unlawrul for any of- 
ficer or agent.of the United States 
to make any contract or arrange- 
ment whereby any laborer, work- 
man, artisan or mechanic shall per- 
form more than eight hours’ labor 
in any one day, or «hall receive for 
his services performed in any one 
day, more than the wages for one 
day’s labor, except as herein other- 
wise srovided; nor shall there be 
any uction from the amount of 
— of any laborer, workman, 
artisan or mechanic by reason of 
limitation to eight bours’ work. 

“ Whenever the laborers, work- 
men, artisans or mechanics in the 
employ of the United States are 
unable to perform the labor re- 
quired in eight hours per day, no 

reon shall be employed to per- 

orm such extra or additional 
work, provided. that in case ef 
emergency, where the laberers, 
workmen, artisans or mechanics 
engaged in any part of the regular 
work or undertaking are unable to 
—— the desired labor in eight 

ours’ time, owing to a necessity 
of the case, but other persons can- 
uot be procured to perform such 
extra work or labor, and to mect 
such emergency as per contract, an 
agreement may be made with tlie 
workmen engaged on auch labor 
to perform additional hours of 
labor, and to receive a correspond- 
ing additional compensation. 

“Any officer or agent of the 
United States who shal! willfully 
violate the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, aud on violation thereof 
be fined in any sum not exceeding 


$500.”

Chinese Whe Claim the Rights eof 
American Citizenship. 

PLATTsBuna, N. V., July 18.—A 
party of Chinese from China via 
Vancouver and the Canadian Pa- 
cific took the train at Montreal on 
Tuesday for Plattsburg. The Cus- 
tom House officials found all but 
three had certificates. Of these one 
had naturalization papers showing 
him to bea citizen of the United 
States, while the other two had 
papers showing that they had de- 
clared their intention of becoming 
citizens. The papers were made 
out in the County Clerk’s office of 
Passaic county, N. J. Their exam- 
justion was begun before the 
United States Commissioner to- 
day, but it was adjourned till 
Thursday in order to bring the 
Passaic County Clerk here to tes- 
tify regarding the genuineness of 
the papers.

FINLEY ON wrrisi.’. 
Damaging Testimeny 
Kye Witnesses to the Tragecy. 

The case of Miles Finlen now on 
trial in Virginia City for the murder 
of David Pyne, is exciting considerable 
interest throughout the State, and the 
testimony thus far taken tells heavily 
against the defense. The case was 
called in the District Court of Storey 
county yesterday morning, and the 
following jury was sworn: Charles 
Kaiser, John D. Jones, J. E. Blane, 
James Tisdale, John Farrell, Jonathan 
Spargo, A. Lernhart, Sime Ogg, C. B. 
Hotaling, G. A. Metzgar, H. W. Rob- 
inson. 

A recess was then taken, says the 
Virginia Enterprise, until 1 :30 o'clock, 
when the taking of testimony: began. 
The first witness called was Harry 
Greenwood. He testified to seeing 
Miles Finlén and David Pyne on the 
Gould & Curry waste dumps about 6 
o’clock on the evening of May 6th: 
He saw Finlen with a handkerchief in 
his hand and heard him tell Pyne to 
take hold of the tnd of it. Pyne seemed 
to be fumbling with his coat to get it 
off. Finlen then called Pyne a . 
att son of a b—— and ngid “he 
would cut the belly out of him. Fin- 
len drew a knile from the HHUA ST lis 
coat and struck Pyne on the right side 
of the head. Pyne tumbled down on 
the dump when Finlen struck bim. 
At the time he was struck Pyne still 
had bis coat on his right arm and the 
arm in the sleeve. Pyne emed 
stupid from drink and made no at- 


tempt to take hold of the handker- 
chief. Finlen had his hand in his
